If your financial situation has changed, check with the Financial Aid office to see 
if you can have your OSAP entitlement reassessed. They also have information 
on bursaries. The Conestoga College bursary is available to all students. There 
may be some other bursaries and scholarships available for students in specific 
programs. Scholarships and awards available for students in each program are 
listed in the Student Procedures Guide you received at the beginning of the 
sohool year. 

Another way to relieve the pressure is through employment. Ask at the college's 
Student Employment Office (Room 2B04) for help finding part-time work during 
the school year or contract work for the summer. Opportunities for employment 
may also be available at the college through the work/study program, including 
working as a peer tutor. Sen/ice clubs and churches also provide support.
